Up to a point, the story of Mickey L. is right 
out of Horatio Alger. 
Mickey was strong, quick-witted, intelligent. He 
ran away from home to seek his fortune in the big 
city and, although he was still a boy, he worked at 
meager, backbreaking jobs and kept himself alive. 
But there the Horatio Alger analogy ends. In 


the famous dime novels of two generations ago, the 
boy would meet a fair damsel and a millionaiie 
and fight his way up the ladder to the pinnacle of 
success. In Mickey L.’s case, because he had not 
finished 10th grade, he was unable to move up the 
ladder whatsoever and he met no one who had more 
than the time of day for him. 
Age Of Automation 
He is a high school dropout and unless he some­ 
how manages to finish his education despite the 
handicaps he has brought upon himself, he will stay 


at the bottom of the ladder for the rest of his life. 
For this is the age of automation, of technicians, 
of well-developed skills and of thorough training and 
background. The plush offices of Wall St. and 
Madison Ave. are closed to the high school dropout 
— to the 600 or so who leave Bucks County’s senior 
highs every year, the three-quarters of a million 
who drop out across the nation. 
The facts in Mickey L.’s case (this is not his 
actual name) are fantastic but they can be verified. 
He entered one of Lower Bucks County’s senior 


high schools three years ago at 14, big for his age 
and strong, with an IQ of 120, well above average, 
and a secure, orderly home life. But he was rest­ 
less. He ran away to Philadelphia. 
Lies About Age 
There, for two and a half years, he worked as 
a trucker’s helper and in a grocery and a diner. 
But that was all he could do. No fine clothes for 
him, no night on the town, no movies or fancy 
meals. He lied about his age to toe Social Security

Expressway Cuts Phila. Trip In Half

The Delaware Expressway is 
a smooth, fast ride with no traf­ 
fic lights. And it saves more 
than half the normal time con­ 
sumed in traveling on Route 13. 


Although the Expressway (tab­ 
bed as Interstate 95 by the Penn­ 
sylvania Department of High­ 
ways) won’t be officially open­ 
ed until the middle of this month 
it’s already being used. 


5.6 Mile Trip 


I drove 5.6 miles on the Ex­ 
pressway today — from Route 
413 to the Woodhaven Road in­ 
terchange which brought me off 
on Route 13 near Gravel Pike 
and Hulmeville Road in Ben- 
salem Township. 


Maintaining 
the 
specified 
speed limits of 50 and 60 miles 
an hour, it took six minutes 
to cover the distance. The re­ 
turn trip back on Route 13— 
with stops at five traffic lights 
— consumed 14 minutes. 


The nearly six miles of the Ex­ 


pressway — giving Lower Bucks 
County 
motorists 
a 
speedier 
route to Philadelphia — is slated 
to be officially opened by Gov. 
William 
W. Scranton in about 
two weeks. The highway de­ 
partment still has guard rails to 
install and cleaning up before 
its official opening ceremonies. 


As one approaches the Ex­ 
pressway on Route 413, just 
west of Delhaas High School, 
there are not yet signs indicat­ 
ing where the Expressway goes 
and whether it’s open or closed. 


No Trespassing 
There is a sign noting that the 
pi oject is Interstate 95 costing 
$669,755.18 for 2.46 miles. 


At the entrance there is a “ No 
Trespassing” 
sign which one 
must stop and pull over to the 
side of the road to read. 


Entrances Not Blocked 


Other than that, oil drums in 
the middle of the concrete inter­ 
change are all that stand there. 
The entrance and exit to the Ex­ 
pressway on Route 413 are not 
blocked to traffic.

Denying the intent to steal the 
car, he told the court that, ex­ 
cept when he was using it, the

Ewell said he put the 3.000 
miles on the car with several 
trips to Wilmington, Del., and 
Atlantic City. He said he was 
accompanied on the trips by his 
girl friend, the daughter of the 
police chief.

250 Hear Proposals 
At Special Session 


Morrisville

Two proposed solutions — one

for

acute

They were made at a .special 
ublic hearing attended by an 
stimatcd 250 persons at a com 
ined meeting between Borough 
'(Hindi and the Municipal Au 
horit.v, held in the Morrisville 
Iigh School auditorium. 
Council 
President 
Michael 
Demech 
opened 
the 
session 
shortly after 8 p.m. and said the 
meeting was called to explain 
the w ater problem, the proposed 
solutions and to hear the pub 
lie’s feelings on them. He then 
turned 
the 
meeting 
over 
to 
Councilman Joe Catania, who 
heads council’s w ater commit­ 
tee. 
2 Plans Made 
Catania outlined both Plan A 
and Plan B as proposed solutions 
to the w ater shortage, and then 
said he personally favored Plan 
B. The 
m ajor difference be­ 
tween the two is that Plan A 
recommends metering all homes 
in the borough and C atania’s 
favorite Plan B has no provi­ 
sions for this. 
As outlined by Catania, here 
are the two plans: 
Plan A 
Installing m eters at a cost of 
$80,000; 
building 
an 
elevated 
tank at Cleveland Ave. and Penn 
Sts. near Manor Park School, 
$125,000; building a transm ission 
main at $40,000 and construc­ 
tion a $650,000 filter plant with 
a two million gallon per day 
capacity. The total cost would 
be $1,135,000 including construc­ 
tion costs, overhead and con­ 
tingencies. 
Plan B 
No m eters installed, but with 
an elevated tank, sam e as in 
Plan 
A, 
transm ission 
main, 
sam e cost, location, and build­ 
ing a filter plant with a three 
million 
capacity 
at 
$825,000. 
This could be expanded by one 
million more in capacity. The 
total cost will be $1,280,000 in­ 
cluding construction, overhead 
and contingencies. 
Backs Plan B 
Catania, in supporting Plan B, 
said, “ I am against Plan A be­ 
cause it will not bring an ounce 
more w ater into the borough 
from the river, merely by in­ 
stalling m eters.” 
Catania also said it would take 
from two to two-and-a-half years 
to build either filter plant. 
He also pointed out that for 
Plan A, the cost would mean a 
40 per cent w ater increase in 
rates, and a 23 per cent de­ 
crease in sewer rates. Presently 
both sewer and water bills are 
combined. This would represent 
an overall 17 per cent increase 
combining the two, he said. 
Under Plan B, there would be 
a 38 per cent w ater rate in­ 
crease and 26 per cent sewer 
decrease, totaling an overall in­ 
crease of 12 per cent. ‘‘The 
borough 
would 
receive 
less 
money under the m eter sys­ 
tem .” Catania said, ‘‘than un­ 
der the flat rate system .” 
Public Comment Heard 
Demech, 
after hearing Ca­ 
tania’s report, opened the meet­ 
ing for public 
comment 
and 
about 15 persons questioned the 
panel. One man even brought 
along a small glass of rusty wa­ 
ter to illustrate a point about 
the w ater’s present condition. 
‘‘This is a health problem ,” he 
said. 
Among those testifying w a s 
Rowland 
Girton, 
chief 
of 
Capitol View Fire Co. He said 
he did not trust the recom m en­ 
dations of the engineers since 
they stood to benefit from the 
contracts, and asked 
that an 
outside, 
sm aller 
engineering 
firm be called in to examine the 
findings. 
He also recommended t h a t 
the elevated tank be built in the 
higher section of the borough 
rather than near Mar.or Park 
School because only then, 
he 


said, could enough water pres­ 
sure be maintained throughout 
the borough for proper fire fight­ 
ing. 
George Burgner, chairman of 
the municipal authority, point­ 
ed out what the authority’s rec­ 
ommendations were fo» the bor­ 
ough. Burgner said the author­ 
ity had recommended immed­ 
iately metering all homes, build­ 
ing and elevated tank, a trans­ 
mission main and a three mil­ 
lion gallon filter plant, capable 
of being expanded. 


Said Both Are Same 


Catania said this was basical­ 
ly the same as his Plan A, but 
Burgner shook his head no. Ca­ 
tania said both his Plan A and 
B had not been made up out of 
their heads, but were the con­ 
clusions of recommendations by 
Albright & Friel, 
Philadelphia 
engineering firm. 
The council had authorized 
this firm to conduct a survey 
of the w ater system about a 
year ago, and the firm had is­ 
sued its findings on March 3, 
1964. 
A controversy arose after this 
report, since council disagreed 
over whether m eters should or 
shouldn’t be installed. That has 
been the basic issue ever since, 
and resulted in last night’s hear­ 
ing. 
Catania told the audience last 
night that the council was ex­ 
pected to decide next Tuesday 
on either Plan A or Plan B. 
because he was going to submit 
both to council. 
The regular 
council meeting will be h e l d 
on Tuesday in Borough Hall, al­ 
though Demech said he is con­ 
sidering holding it in the high 
school. 
There was some applause last 
night for Burger’s ideas, and 
several in the audience toward 
the end of the session said they 
favored installing m eters as rec­ 
ommended by the engineers.
